Joy fills new church as five are ordained priests

The joy of the huge congregation 
burst into prolonged applause twice 
during the ordination ceremonies of 
the five newest priests for the diocese. 


The lofty, majestic beauty of the 
new church of Our Mother of Con- 
fidence matched the high emo- 
tional and sacramental nature of the 
occasion when Fathers Peter Escalan- 
te, Daniel Griesgrager, Fernando 
Ramirez, Paul Rockwell and Harold 
Tindall received priestly holy orders. 


THE ORDINATION of the priests, 
whose formation came through the 
diocesan St. Francis Seminary and 
the University of San Diego prior to 
theological studies, brought together 
a host of relatives, friends and well- 
wishers numbering almost 1,500 to 
overflow the vast new church in 
University City.

IN A WIDE, open sanctuary, as 
though designed for such a magnifi- 
cent occasion, the bishop called the 
men from the people, to make their 
election and consent, to instruct them 
in priestly duties and to accept their 
promise of obedience. 


As the ordinands lay, face down- 
wards, in front of the sanctuary, the 
contemporary church joined with the 
church of the ages as the litany of 
saints was. sung. 


Then, each of the five men came 
forward to kneel before the bishop as 
he laid hands on them, the solemn 
moment of ordination.

It was during this time that a 
poignant moment occurred when 
Father Robert Rockwell, ordained in 
1969, laid hands on his younger 
brother Paul, ordained in 1978. 


Recent writers of letters to the 
Southern Cross on the “kiss of peace” 
might have found this moment of the 
mass somewhat startling. 


So many relatives and friends came 
forward to greet the new priests as 
they stood on the sanctuary steps that 
for several minutes there was what 
might be termed “joyous uproar.” 


And in that moment of love, the 
gospel words of John we had heard 
proclaimed from the last supper, 
came to mind, “Love one another as | 
have loved you.” 


THE NEW priests, now vested in 
chasuble for the first time, hands 
anointed, and officially presented 
with patens and chalices of their holy 
office, had how come through those 
many years of training, of hopes and 
problems, and were approaching that 


supreme moment of the priesthood — 
the eucharist itself. 


And sharing with Bishop Maher and 
the 100 concelebrated priests, the 
newly ordained raised their right 
hands and uttered the words of 
consecration for the first time. 


Then came their first distribution of 
communion as priests, first to their 
immediate families and then to their 
hundreds of friends, while the choirs 
sang the superb hymn from the 
Eucharistic Congress in Philadelphia 
in 1967, “Gift of finest wheat.” 


AFTER NEARLY two hours in what 
is probably the most impressive and 
most recent church in the diocese, 
the great ordination celebration was 
over, and the priests, with their 
bishop, processed out to a great 
round of applause. 


But there was one last act, before 
the procession—the act of blessing. 
Each of the new priests blessed 
Bishop Maher as he knelt before 
them. Then, in unison they moved to 
the front of the sanctuary and 
solemnly blessed all those who had 
come to join them for this historic 
occasion.

Instruction in methods of 
natural family planning 
(NFP) is expected to be 
provided soon in federally- 
funded public health cli- 
nics throughout the coun- 
try. 


Laura Kristal of the dio- 
cesan Family Life Center is 
a member of a Bi-Regional 
Task Force established by 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare 
(HEW) to help implement 
NFP in the clinics. 


AS DIRECTOR of the 
diocesan Responsible Par- 


. enthood program, Kristal 


counsels and instructs 
couples in NFP methods 
and trains teachers of NFP. 


HEW has the funds but 


not the expertise to imple- . 


ment the program, she 
said. “The expertise lies in 
the Catholic community. So 
the clinics in San Diego 
county could subcontract 
NFP teachers from the 
Family Life Center.” 


Kristal was recommen- 
ded for membership in the 
Task Force by officials of 
the State Department of 
Health, San Francisco 
branch, whom she briefed 
on NFP. 


HEW SECRETARY Joseph 


- Califano Jr. required that 


NFP be offered as an option 
with other forms of family 
planning in public health 
clinics, Kristal said. 


The first step towards this 
implementation was forma- 


> tion of the 10-region task 


force covering all parts of 
the country, she added. 


The 12 members of Re- 
gion IX (California) and five 
members of Region X (Ore- 
gon and Washington) re- 
cently held a_bi-regional 
conference on Natural 
Family Planning in Oak- 
land, one of five across the 
nation. 


THE GOAL was to enu- 
merate the problems and 
concerns affecting NFP 
programs and services and 


»to propose recommenda- 


tions for its implementa- 
tion in clinics in the two 
regions. 


This bi-regional group 
was the first to come up 
with a solution to the heated 
controversy of the defini- 
tion of NFP, Kristal said. 


Some members from the 
public sector wanted to 
combine the use of contra-

THOSE at the Oakland 
conference agreed that if 
people in the clinics, wish- 
ed to combine NFP with 
contraceptives it is okay, 
but that it would not be 
defined as NFP, Kristal 
reported. 


‘If we didn't have a defini- 
tion for NFP we couldn't 
work. NFP includes period- 
ic abstinence at fertile 
times, and not the use of 
any contraceptives,” she 
said. 


Kristal explained the 
three methods of NFP: 


—Ovulation (Billings), 
based on cervical mucus 
discharge. It requires absti- 
nence for usually eight 
days. It has a 21 percent 
failure rate, which includes 
improper use of the meth- 
od. 


—Sympto-thermic, bas- 
ed on cervical: mucus and 
basal body temperature. It 
requires eight or nine days 
of abstinence. Based on a 
two-year study of 1,000 
couples, it is 93 percent 
effective. 


—Temperature, based 
on basal body temperature 
only. This is the most 
effective method, 98-99 
percent. It includes 12-15 


- days of abstinence. 


“Abstinence is nota 
problem for everyone,” 
Kristal said. “l have case- 
loads of more than 200 ~ 
couples, which proves it. 
They find other ways of 
expressing love to each 
other during the fertile 
period”. 


Kristal, who has trained 
22 NFP teachers from the 
Catholic community and 
the private sector, said 
there are currently six 
active teachers in various 
parish communities.

The Internal Revenue Service slightly changed 
its mind earlier this month on the question of “voter 
education” activities by non-profit tax-exempt 
groups or organizations.

A month later, they issued another statement 
explaining that tax exempt groups could ask 
questions of political candidates “on a wide variety 
of issues” and publish the results without infringing 
the IRS code. However, any organization which 
asked questions of politicians “on selected issues 
of importance to the organization” and published a 
voters’ guide would be held to be active in partisan 
politics. This would earn disqualification from tax- 
exempt status. - 


The ruling draws the distinction between politics 
and voter education, which is a help. But it fails to 
provide guidelines for, say, religious publishers 
(such as the Southern Cross) as to what is 
acceptable and what is not. In fact, it leaves up in 
the air whether it applies to us or not, or whether it 
only applies to organizations which solicit these 
answers—say on abortion—and publishes them. 


The whole thing is an infringement of the right of 
any tax-exempt organization to ask specific 
questions with a view to making replies public. So, 
says the IRS, don’t ask specific questions on 
abortion, genocide, racism, and don’t query your 
politicians on education. They're specific issues. 
But if you want to cover it up with a wide range of 


~ topics—from land conservation to foreign affairs— 


then you can get away with it. And they wonder why 
there is a revolt against bureaucracy as evidenced 
by Proposition 13.

Of course, the whole thing is an excellent defense 
for politicians—from president to mayor—against 
having to answer difficult probes on specific issues. 
Who put the IRS up to it, one wonders?

We were talking...about miscon- 
ceptions and misinformation and the 
regrettable tendency to contest the 
beliefs and religious attitudes of other 
people from the dubious vantage 
point of near ignorance.

Was it not 
true that Catholics opted for tradition 
over scripture even when it contra- 
dicted the Bible. No, it was not true. 
Ah, but...A friend ofa friend asked a 
Catholic priest and he said such and 
such. 


What, too, about the relationship of

the soul to the body? Ah, but.:.the 
Catholic Encyclopedia said so and so. 
| made a comment about misinter- 
pretation and decided to reverse the 
technique, challenging their defini- 
tions and premises, and “ah, but-ing” 
their replies. | hope they enjoyed the 
interchange, for ! did. But they did not 
give me any of the literature they 
brought. 


AS THEY LEFT, | teased one that we 
had agreed on more than he had 
expected. “Well,” he said, “you are a 
very logical person for a Catholic.” 
Logical? For a Catholic? What, | 
wondered does that mean? 


| wondered too, about the other 
Catholics they had encountered, an- 
gry, fearful, defensive people by their 
account. Who were they, and who 
were the priests they referred to with 
such careless anonymity? 


It seemed a pity that their devoted 
endeavor to witness should be ham- 
pered by a mountain of misinforma- 
tion and second, third or fourth-hand 


_ experience of Catholic response—if 


indeed they had experience at all of 
informed response. 


LATER | remembered a similar 


discussion. during a tour of Israel 
when | complained of our Jewish 
guide's reiterated presumption that 
Catholics knew nothing of the Old 
Testament. He shrugged away the 
claim to familiarity with these books 
and a decided preference for Isaiah 
with the comment, “Then you are not 
an ordinary Catholic.” 


What is an ordinary Catholic? What 
would it have been necessary to do or 
say or be to rate as ordinary? Unfortu- 
nately, from his-attitude | suspect it 
would have included arrogance, 
intolerance and a complete disregard 
for scripture. 


Where do these ideas about Catho- 
lics originate? Misconceptions about 
what Catholics believe and what the 
church really teaches are common 


_ enough to be astounding. Even Catho- 


lics, it appears, are frequently vague 
and confused about the truth and 
traditions of their faith. 


THE THOUGHT of all those faceless 
priests with remarkable concepts of 
theology and hostile Catholics cited as 
representatives of the official church 
teaching is bothersome. Do they really 


exist or are they convenient windmills : 


of wishful thinking, to be tilted at to 


prove a point? 

No doubt there are lay people who 
feel threatened by an attack or 
challenge to their faith. No doubt 
some priests are not authorities on 
some aspects of theology. No doubt 


“we are not all as well versed. in 


scripture as we might be. But does 
this really appear to be the whole 
picture of the church to those of other 


- persuasions? : 


Do we really project the image of a 
barricaded and rigid, non-biblical 
community? | findthat hard to believe. 


But perhaps there is truth for us in- 


these attitudes. Perhaps, today of all 
times, we are called to be more than 
“ordinary” Catholics, more “logical” 
and more approachable than before. 
AT LEAST we can each in our own 
way present the face of Christ in an 
open, friendly and loving response to 
those who would contest our claim to 
be the church of Christ. We need 
informed, confident Catholics, secure 
and joyful in their faith, to become 
more visible and more ready to enter 
into dialogue at every level of life.

Does being a Catholic 
make a special impact? 


By Robert Rodes 


There is no Catholic constituency in this 
country. Almost all the political issues facing 
- us have Catholics on both sides. 


When a Catholic runs for office, some 
Catholics- vote for him, and others vote 
against him—just as do Americans of other 
religious persuasions. So a Catholic public 
official, whether elected or appointed, 
represents Americans of all religious views. 
He is not expected to devote the powers of his 
office to causes in which only Catholics are 
interested. 


\ 

ON THE OTHER hand, he is not 
expected to leave his personal convictions 
behind him when he walks in his office door. 
To have no conviction is to have no 
backbone, and few Americans wish to be 
governed by jellyfish. We desire—indeed, we 
insist on—leaders who understand the

difference between right and wrong, and act 
accordingly. 


A Catholic who is serious -about being a 
Catholic will derive at least some of his ideas 
of right and wrong from the teachings of the 
church. He will probably want to use these in 
his public life in the same way he will want to 


use ideas of right and wrong that he came by: 


in some other way. 


There is no reason why he should not do 
this. If what he proposes is right, good people 
will listen to him, regardless of where his ideas 
came from. 


THE CIVIL RIGHTS movement of the 
past 20 years is an example of how this comes 
about. Some Catholics were recruited into 
the movement by reflecting on the teachings 
of the church, some Protestants by reading 
their Bibles, some Jews by reading their 
Torah. Others, of all faiths, or of no faith, 
arrived at the same place by simply looking 


The pilgrims meant to 
create a Christian state

The first American colonists had no 
intention of separating church and state. In 
fact they came with the idea of establishing 
elitist religious states that were purged of the 
decadent elements of the European home- 
land. 


They came to create a total Christian 
society in which God’s demands would be 
obeyed to the letter. Religion and the state 
would be one. at 


WILLIAM PENN wrote, “Government 
seems to me a part of religion itself, a thing 
sacred ‘in its institution and purpose.” The 
Mayflower Compact of 1620 stated, “Having 
undertaken, for-the glory of God and the 
advancement of the Christian faith, a voyage 
to plant a colony in the northern parts of 
Virginia, we covenant and bind ourselves in 


a body politic to further the ends aforesaid.” 


The Salem Contract of 1629 avowed, “We 
bind ourselves in the presence of God to walk 
together in all his ways.” 


Still, religion in the American colonies 
would not echo the established churches of 
Europe. The clergy had less authority. From 
the start the churches were managed by 
laymen. i 


THE RELIGIOUS establishment was 
popular, not hierarchical. - 


Yet, it must be said that some of the 
repressive measures and superstitions of the 
Old World floated across the seas. The Salem 
witch trials witnessed the tenacity of 
superstition and the triumph of irrationality. 
The persecution of religious dissidents 
threatened to make the New World another 
travesty of religious freedom and conscience.

The same thing is happening today with 
social justice. When a question of social 
justice comes up—an employer is preventing 
his workets from joining a union; a manu- 
facturer is selling harmful products in the 
Third World; a slum landlord is cheating his 
tenants; a large corporation is supporting 
racist policies-in South Africa—some of the 
people who react are secularists following a 
political ideology, some are Catholics who 
have read the papal encyclicals, some are 
Christians simply trying to love their 
neighbors, some are just ordinary people who 
feel sorry for the victims of poverty and 
oppression. 


It is only right that public officials, like other 


good people, should feel outraged at injustice 
and should want to help the poor. Whether 
this is the teaching of their religion, or 
whether they have come to it in some other 
way, it is still no more than right. 


A HUMAN BEING who does not care 
about poverty and injustice is being false to 
his own humanity. A Christian who does not 
care about poverty and injustice is also being 
false to the teaching of Jesus. A Catholic who 
does not care about poverty and injustice is 
also being false to the teachings of the church. 


At this point, an important question comes 
up. If Catholic public officials may turn to the 


It was the courage of people like Roger 
Williams and Anne Hutchinson that broke the 
vicious hold of religious repression. In 
founding the Providence community, Wil- 
liams declared that “the form of government 
in the Providence Plantation is democratic... 
Let the saints of the Most High walk in this 
colony without molestation in the name of 
Jehovah their God, forever and ever.” 

A royal charter approved this approach in 
1663. Thus was born the first commonwealth 
in modern history to make religious freedom 
(not just toleration) a political principle. Thus 
was born the American drive to separate 
church and state. 

Other factors as well contributed to the 
growth of- this idea. The new waves of 
immigrants were not so much passionate 
believers intent on founding the perfect 
Christian state, so much as ordinary people 
seeking economic betterment in a land of 
opportunity. : : 


BOSTON MERCHANTS bridled at the 
narrow religious restrictions of the founding 
Puritans and gradually fought them off. 
Broader-minded people gained control of 
Harvard and founded Yale to further their 
liberal views. Tobacco and the need for Negro 
labor modified the exclusive religious 


teachings of the church to support their 
enforcement of social justice and civil rights, 
why may they not turn te the same teachings 
to support making everyone go to mass on 
Sunday, or at least to refrain from contra- 
ception and divorce? 


The answer is that that is not what the 
teachings of the church call on him to do. The 
Second Vatican Council makes it very clear 
that making non-Catholics behave like 
Catholics is no part of the business of 
government. 


WHAT THE CHURCH teaches about 
people is respect for them. They are created 
by God, and they have an eternal destiny, 
which they must work out in freedom and 
love. The church insists on respect for this 
destiny and for the freedom to work it out, the 
freedom to love. 


This respect requires us to do all we can to 
free people from poverty and oppression, to 
save them from being put to death before they 
are born, to care for the handicapped and the 
elderly infirm and senile, to support the 
freedom of all people so that they may serve 
God according to their own best judgment of 
his will. 


This is the true teaching of the church, and 
it is what all Catholics, whether they are 
public officials or private citizens, should 
reflect in their dealings with other people.

The collapse of the ideal of a Redee 


Christian state did not mean the end of 
religious influence. It simply shifted the 
emphasis from compelling people to belong to 
a particular religion to a voluntary member- 
ship. An established religion became a

One result of this was the rise of occasional _ 


bursts of religious enthusiasm, especially the 
Great Awakening of the 1740s. The religious 
evangelism that grew from this accounted for 
the first all-American sense of identity. A 
preacher like Whitefield was known from 
New Hampshire to Georgia. 


THE ELECTRIC fervor of the Great 
Awakening not only saved souls, it created an 
American identity. Diverse beliefs and sects 
could unite on a political issue that would lead 
to the Revolution and the formation of the 
United States. 


Religion, which came to found the perfect 
Christian state, abandoned the original ideal. 
It helped to found instead a unique nation 
where church and state are separated—and 
the rights of God and Caesar mutually 
honored in principle. 
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A happy warrior 


He was first Catholic 
nominated for presidency 


By Father Robert Trisco 


Only one American Catholic politician has 
been so outstanding that decades after his 
death he is honored annually at a grand 
memorial dinner held under the patronage of 
the cardinal-archbishop of New York and 
attended by leaders of both parties. 


That man, Alfred E. Smith, was the first 
Catholic to be nominated for the United 
States’ presidency. He is so honored because 
of the integrity and honesty with which he 
engaged in politics, the steadfastness with 
which he professed and practiced his faith, 
and the fidelity with which he set aexample as 
husband and father of a Christian family. 


THE FIRST CHILD of native New 
Yorkers (a hard-working, short-lived father 
and a resourceful, religious mother), Al Smith 
was born in a tenement house on the Lower 
East Sidein 1873. He received his only formal 
education from the Christian. Brothers in a 


~ parochial school for eight years. 


Though he owed his early advancement in 
public office to the favor of Tammany Hall, in 
addition to his oratorical ability and his 
outgoing personality, he was never tainted by 


- the prevalent corruption of that political 


machine or of the New York State Assembly, 
to which he was first elected in 1903 and of 
which he eventually became majority leader 
and speaker. : 

During those years in Albany, he emerged 
as a champion of social welfare and reform. 
Then, after serving in different capacities in 


New York county and city, he was elected 
governor of New York in 1918; though he was 
defeated in 1920, he was reelected in 1922, 
1924 and 1926. 


WITH HIS CHOSEN aides, some of the 
most influential of whom were Jews and 
women, he promoted progressive legislation, 
showing hiniself to be liberal in social 
questions but conservative in fiscal matters. 


At the Democratic national convention in 
1924 he was nominated by Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, who called him, in Wordsworth’s 
words, “Happy Warrior,” a nickname that he 
retained forever. 


Since he had denouced the powerful Ku 
Klux Klan for spreading religious and racial 
hatred, however, he was passed over by the 
delegates. Four years later he won his party’s 
nomination, but then faced the bitter 
opposition of the Klan and many Protestants 
who denied that a Catholic could loyally 
uphold the Constitution. They asserted that 


he would let the pope gain control of the 


United States. 


UNABLE OR unwilling to distinguish 
between religious and political acts as he did, 
they reviled Smith personally for having 
kissed the ring of Cardinal Giovanni Bon- 
zano, papal legate to the International 
Eucharistic Congress held in Chicago in 1926. 


Never-_having experienced in his career any 
conflict between the demands of his religion 
and the duties of his office or any clerical 
attempt to dictate public policy, Smith was 


- dismayed at the fanatical prejudice his 


and

GOV. ALFRED E. SMITH, nearing 
the close of his campaign for 
president in 1928, the first Catholic 


candidacy had fanned into flames. 


Besides his Catholicism, however, his 


known desire to end Prohibition and his 
identification with Eastern and urban 
interests also made him unacceptable to 
many voters, particularly in the South and 
West. In the election he won only about 40 
percent of the popular vote; this seemed to 
demonstrate that no Catholic could be 
elected president of the United States. 


DISILLUSIONED BY what he regarded 
as the irrational intolerance of the majority of 
his fellow citizens, Smith held no public office 
thereafter, but he remained prominent on the 
national scene for the rest of his life. 


Receiving a substantial salary as manager

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Talking Point: Witness of poverty 


Do ‘trappings of wealth’ mute Christ's message? 


Msgr. Michael Nolan, 
former pastor of St. Therese, 
Palm Springs, and now 
pastor of St. Christopher of 
the Desert, Joshua Tree, was 
“intrigued by the dialogue 
between Deacon Michael 
Newman and Father Larry 
Dolan regarding clergymen 
and religious in politics.” He 
has written his own observa- 
tions on the subject, with the 
indication that lack of pover- 
ty among religious could 
be hindering their witness. 


A news item in Southern Cross, 
April 6, was headlined “Stay out of 
politics, review tells religious.” | 
read this in at least one other 
Catholic weekly at the time and it 
had a similar headline. 


The reason why I’m talking 
about headlines is because, on 
reading this article in at least two 
papers, | found that while the 
headline concentrated on politics, 
the main point made by the article 
in the Civilta Cattolica, was that 
religious should practice poverty. 
Your news item indicated that 
Civilta Cattolica is a ‘Jesuit 
magazine whose major articles 
are given pre-publication review 
by top Vatican officials.” 


THE CIVILTA editorial was 
quoted as saying that “religious 
must shed trappings of wealth 
and work with the poor, but they 
should not be involved in the front 
lines of political parties and labor 
unions.” 


The long editorial “endorsed 
many new lifestyles of poverty 
adopted by religious” and said 
that “religious have the role 
of criticizing society and speaking 
out against injustices” as well as 
“the function of educating con- 
sciences and animating those 
involved in political life.” 
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While committing themselves 


concretely to the poor and the 


suffering, Civilta said religious 
must “abstain from choices and 
political activities in which they 


have no special competence. The 


magazine urged religious orders 
to accept the decision of some of 
their members to live in small 


-communities among the poor or 


workers as “a gift of God for the 
order.” 


IT ALSO SAID that orders which 
are now serving the rich must get 
back to serving the poor. It called 
for an end to rich lifestyles among 
some religious. ‘Orders which 
have strayed from their original 
purposes, ending up by working 
for the well-off classes and in 
areas already fully equipped with 
educational and welfare services, 
must once again give preference 
to the poor, committing them- 
selves even without recompense 
to the new poor of industrialized 
society and of the Third World.” 


| haven't had the opportunity to 
read the pronouncement by the 
Vatican’s Congregation for Reli- 
gious, so | don’t know if the thrust 
is similar there. But | think it’s very 
significant that the powerful 
thrust of the, Civilta item is that 
religous should get back to the 


~ witness of Christian poverty. It 


seems as if they’re saying that if 
that’s done there won't be the 
same need for political activity. 


The more | read the New 
Testament the more it jumps out 
at me. The witness that Jesus 
constantly spoke of was the 


witness of poverty—real poverty, - 
_ not just the “poor in spirit” kind. | 


noticed something else too— 
Jesus never made a big thing 
about the difference between 
“religious” and “secular” clergy. 


WHAT | SEE him saying all the 
time is that all his disciples must 
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leave their boats and nets and tax 
money and everything else to 
follow him. He does say some will 
be able to do more than others. | 
wonder if the strong words of the 
Jesuit review don’t apply to all of 
us in a way—but totally to us 
priests as well as all religious? 


| wonder if the fact that the - 


world pays us, and therefore our 
Master, scant attention, is due to 
our being really so indistinguish- 


able from the affluent society in 


which we are immersed? 


| think that the great witness of 
poverty, chastity and obedience, 
exemplified in its full glory by the 
tradition of the religious orders 
but really shared in by all the 
priesthood, has lost its power in 
the world. 


CHASTITY, because there is so 
much confusion and suspicion on 
the part not only of “the world” but 
even on the part of Catholics. 
Obedience, because it’s generally 
not understood at all by modern 
man 


But poverty, the simple sacrifi- 
cial life, so well exemplified by 
some (for instance our missionar- 
ies and our brothers and sisters 
working in the poverty-stricken 
inner cities) but in fact aban- 
doned by so many of us—poverty, 
that is something anyone can 
understand. The poverty, the 
humility of a Peter Claver, a Martin 
de Porres, a Francis Xavier, a 
Mother Teresa conquered their 
worlds for the kingdom. 


Can we ever hope to do anything 
similar, at home or far away, 
unless we adopt the same ap- 
proach?

Retiring Holy Cross Official 
heard ‘opportunity knocking’

The. late Bishop Charles Buddy 
stood outside the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clarence Cason in St. Joseph, 
Mo., in 1937, and knocked. When 
Mrs. Cason answered, he said, “! am 
opportunity knocking at your door.” 


A year after becoming the first 
bishop of the San Diego diocese, 
Bishop Buddy, on a visit back to his 


home city, had come to ask his friend 


Clarence to come west. The bishop 
offered him a job at the dincesan Holy 
Cross Cemetery. 


CASON ACCEPTED and now 41 
years later he is retiring as superin- 
tendent of the cemetery. 


He was honored at a mass of 
thanksgiving Wednesday, June 14, in 
the Mausoleum Chapel, for his many 
years of service to the diocese. 


Cason got his first cemetery job 
through Bishop Buddy. 


CASON'S WIFE, Alberta, a nurse, 
had met the then Father Buddy at St. 
Joseph Hospital and asked him for 
help in finding a job for her husband, 


Clarence Cason at Holy Cross 


then unemployed. 


Nothing was available shan but 
when a job opportunity opened at Mt. 
Olivet Cemetery in St. Joseph, he 
remembered the request. Cason went 
to work digging graves and a long 
relationship began between the 
bishop and the Casons. 


“When | arrived at Holy Cross in 
1937 there were only dirt roads out 
there,” Cason remembered, pointing 
toward the paved roads which weave 
their way through Oe cemetery off 
Highway 94. 


“| STARTED digging graves here 
too, he said. “I thought 1d die digging 
through this decomposed granite.” 


A few years later Cason started 
counseling bereaved families and 
selling plots in addition to gravedig- 
ging. In 1958 he became superin- 
tendent. 


Cason has warm memories of 
Bishop Buddy, who died in 1966 and 
is entombed in Holy Cross Mauso- 
leum..“He was our guardian angel,” 
Cason said. “He always watched over 
us. 


“MY WIFE AND | attended lots of 
dinners he put on here in San Diego. 
Alberta cooked a lot of those big. 
meals for the bishop and his guests, iN 
Cason recalled. 


When Cason first went to work for 
Bishop Buddy in Missouri, neither he 
nor his wife were Catholics. 


“He never pressured us to become 
Catholics,” but sometime before he 
was named bishop of San Diego the 
Casons went to him and asked to be 
received into the church. 


> IN THEIR admiration for Bishop 
Buddy the Casons named their 
second son, Charles, after him. Their 


other son is Clarence Jr., and they ~ 


have a daughter, Janice. 


But what about all those years at 
Holy Cross? Is there one particular 
memory that sicks in Cason’s. mind? 


“About 25 to 30 years ago,” he said, 
“a mortuary discovered—after 
graveside services were completed— 
that the body had been left out of the 
casket and was back at the mortuary.” 


THE OMISSION was rectified after 
the mourners had departed. 

And now, after 41 years Cason will 
leave behind another prominent 
“institution” in his life. The other was 
his friend and bishop who ‘‘was 
opportunity knocking at his door” in 
1937, a year after the diocese began.

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Oldest local court marks 50th 


Catholic Daughters of America 
celebrate 75 years of service

Seventy-five glorious years of service to 
God, church and country are being 
celebrated this year by the Catholic 
Daughters of America. 


Founded by the Knights of Columbus in 
Utica, N.Y., and incorporated June 18, 
1903, with 60 members, the CDA is now 
the largest organization of Catholic 
women in the world. 


ITS MEMBERSHIP includes women in 
all walks of life from mother, career 
women andthe sisters in the cloister, to. 
every category of profession and occupa- 
tion. Doctors, dentists, lawyers, judges, 
teachers, members in municipal, county, 
state and national government, even 
sailors, Marines and plumbers. 


A study club group in Utica, composed 
of business and professional women, 
formed the nucleus for the present 
organization that now reaches into all 50 
states and Mexico, and whose works of 
religion, education and charity extend into 
the remote spots of the world. 


Seventy-five years later, using the same 
purposes under a banner of ‘Unity and 
Charity’ and sharing their purposes with 
everyone, there are over 1,800 courts with 
a membership of more than 200,000. 


THE GENERAL scope is religious, 
educational, cultural, social and recrea- 
tional. There are no limitations placed 
upon the scope of activities of the CDA. 


Each court maps out its own work 
commensurate with the needs of the 
locality, in accordance with the general 
scope outlined, and the wishes of the 
hierarchy in each diocese where courts 
are instituted. A state court is organized 
after 10 courts are instituted in a state. 


The state court of California was 
organized in 1923 and there are now 141 
courts with a membership of 14,249 
members, from Eureka in the north to 
Chula Vista in the south. :

IN THE SAN DIEGO area the local courts 
have sponsored young artists during the 
last two years. Their ‘Spring Concerts’ 
have netted a total of $1,600, which will 
be presented to Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 
at the Golden Anniversary Banquet of 
Court San Diego de Alcala, June 17. 


In the diocese of San Diego, there are 26 
courts, with 14 in the San Diego area, with 
a total membership around 1200. The 
oldest, Court San Diego de Alcala, was 
organized June 17, 1928 with a charter 
class of 52. Mrs. Lillian Sick is to receive 
her 50 year pin at the court’s Golden 
Anniversary banquet. 


The youngest, Court St. Vincent de Paul, 
was instituted May 7, 1978 with a charter 
class of 50 members. 


CATHOLIC Daughters have as their 
patroness our Blessed Mother in her 
Immaculate Conception. Their motto is 
‘Unity and Charity’. The colors are purple, 
gold and white. The emblem is the cross 
and crown. 


The cross is encircled by the crown, 
symbolizing the endeavors they are to 
undertake, that unity in charity may attain 
an objective worthy of their efforts. To be 
governed and directed by charity to gain 
unity, to assist all, that the cross may be 
carried to gain the crown of heavenly glory, 
conforming with the instructions left to the 
church by Christ. 


In the early years, when San Diego was 
young, the Catholic Daughters were 
among those who welcomed the first 
bishop to San Diego. The year was 1937

THE CATHOLIC Daughters had as one of 
their early. projects the restoration of 
Mission San Diego de Alcala. They placed 
a marker on Ballast Point to commem- 
orate the first mass celebrated in Califor- 
nia. They: placed a similar marker near 
Nazareth House driveway to preserve the 
history of the La Playa Trail, but this was 
destroyed to widen the street. 


Times have changed and the CDA no 


~ longer places markers or installs church 


windows. They do many other wonderful 
deeds including sponsoring young men 
for the priesthood, maintaining scholar- 
ships to elementary and high schools and 
donating to the pre-seminary fund of the 
Diocesan Council of Catholic Women. 
Most of the older courts of the diocese had 


: completed a seminary burse of $5,000 or 


more before the pre-seminary fund was 
established. 


Local courts have expended more than 
$50,000 on civic and charitable enter- 
prises. In the last four years they have 
adopted the U.S. Navy ‘Project Handclasp’

THE STORY OF CATHOLICS IN AMERICA 
edited by Don Brophy and Edythe Westen- 
haver. Paulist Press, 545 Island Rd., 
Ramsey, NJ 07446. 156 pages. $1.95 pb. 


The history of the Catholic church inthe 
United States is rich and varied. It has its 
triumphs and its woes, its challenges and 
its retreats. 


The splendor of this history is displayed 


for the average reader in the “The Story of 
Catholics in America.” The book is based 
on the popular filmstrip “Catholics/Amer- 
icans”. 


The founding fathers were the Spanish: 


missionaries who entered Florida, Texas, 
the Southwest and California. They were 
also the Jesuits who brought the faith to 
Quebec, upstate New York and the 
Mississippi valley. Maryland was a Catho- 
lic enclave in English Protestant territory. 


Before the Civil War, the church was a 
missionary church, busily. establishing 
itself as an American institution, The last 


half of the 19th century turned the church 
into an immigrant church. Between 1860 
and 1920, 28 million immigrants came to 
America. Most of them were from the 
Catholic countries of Europe. 


The bishops during those decades 
found themselves at their wits end to 
provide churches, schools and_ social 
services. Only God can assess the tremen- 
dous works performed by the women 
religious of those times. 


Before Vatican II, the 20th century 
church in the United States had builtitself 


_ into a ghetto. Separate, elitest, triumphal 


were words that often described the 
church of that era. 


This book concludes with a look at 
today’s church, with the problems of 
renewal, abortion, school decline and 
post-Vietnam ennui. However, it ends ona 
very optimistic note, since the American 
church has always grown with challenges.
